The: report of: the Inepectors - ‘who 
visited Red (Deer ‘a short’ time ago, 
representing the Western 'Canada. Fire 
Underwriters’ Association, ‘has been 
published, and.-was read to ;the: City 
Council. at .the' regular meeting . on 
Monday evening. The. report .is very 
exhaustive, dealing » with: conditions 
from every angle. :‘Serious - fault - is 
found with the installation of the 
electric wiring throughout the city, 
and this applies both to outside and 
inside work, The building by-law is 
said-to be very incomplete and the 
absence of any electrical by-law: ‘is 
viewed unfavorably. 

The fire loss for the past five years 
has been very light, with a total loss 
of $14,344, an average of 10.2 fires per 
year, and an average fire loss per head 
of the population of $1.24. - 

The city pumps are considered to 
be hazardously situated: at the power 
house, and the inspectors recommend- 
ed that a ffire. wall be built between 
the annex where the pumps are aitu- 
ated and the main part of the build- 
ing. The stacks at the: power house 
were also. reported to be defective. 
Fault. was also found with certain 
switches and wiring in the’ power. 
hause. 

It. was stated that the consumption 
.of water. seemed.to be. above normal, 
‘having reached as high as 416,000 gal- 
lons in a single day in July, whereas 
in March, when taps .were left running 
on account of the danger of freezing, 
there had been a run of 683,493 gallons 
per. day.’ 

The Fire Department ‘was said to 
be well. organized, and the,equipment 
fair. The ‘chemical service -is_ also 
fair, and some 70 percent. of the fires 
in the past five years has been extin- 
guished by the use of the chemicals. 
alone.

“NO REASON” 


(Winnipeg Tribune) 

A slightly different version of the 
remarks of Mr. H. W. Wood, of Cal- 
gary, at the time of the final collapse 
of the Wheat Board scheme for this 
year, is contained in "The U.F.A.,” 
of which Mr. Wood is the editor. The 
telegraphed interview had apparently 
been somewhat condensed. It ‘eft 
the impression that Mr. Wood was 
endorsing the views of those who 
where advancing the hostittty of che 
grain trade as the reason why the 
Pcard could not function. 

Mr. Wood has no such delusion. 
The U.F.A. contains the following: 

President Wood remarked that 
the men who had been asked to 
act on the Board had reached the 
conclusion that the federal legis- 
lation which provided for It wae 
not sufficiently comprehensive 
and did not give them adequate 

| powers. 
| “There {gs no reason,” he added, 

“why we should have federal leg- 

islation to remove the objections 

which have been raised this year. 

We must have centralized selling 

of wheat, and must prepare now 

for centralized selling next year.” 

“There is no reason,” verily. There 
was no reason why such legislation 
could not have been passed last ges- 
sion—no reason,’ that is, save the 


complete determination of the Mac- 
kenzie King government not to pass 
such legislation, and the acquiescence 
of the Progressives in the comprom- 
ise legislation embodying the abortive 
scheme that they finally brought West 
with them. 

Mr. Wood puts hfs {finger on the 
central fact of the whole proceedings 
when he says ‘that the federal legisla- 
tion was not sufficiently comprehen- 
sive and did not provide the Board 
with adequate powers. He gives the 
complete answer to those who are ad- 
vising the farmers to go ahead on the 
basis of this legislation and try to 
organize a Board ‘to control the mar- 
keting of the crop of 1923. 

What the farmers have to do, if 


. 


they want to avoid disappointment 
next year, is to examine very closely 
the proceedings at Ottawa last ses- 
sion, to discover where, how and why 
the Wheat Board was shorn of its 
strength; and why, in face of clear 
evidence ‘by the experts sympathetic 
to the idea of national marketing 
that such a Board would not work, 
it was brought west and re-enacted by 
two provincial legislatures; and why 
then, a patent fraud was perpetrated 
upon the people by ‘the pretense of 
an earnest effont to secure men to op- 
erate it. 

When the farmers work out this 
essential truth they will understand 
better what they must do to obtain a 
Wheat Board or some other satisfac- 
tory marketing agency in the future.

STICK TO SCHOOL 


(Winntpeg Trfbune) 

Just at this time of year hundreds 
of boys in Winnipeg are trying to de- 
cide a question for themselves. Will 
{ go on working, or will I go back to 
school? is the way it is phrased. 
There is a quite natural desire to go 
on working, especially if the boy is 
the right kind of boy. At the same 
time there is a reluctant thought that 
probably it would be wise to go to 
school again—a thought supported, 
usually, by mother and father, even 
if they are in circumstances whica 
make the boy's small contribution to 
the family income a welcome one. 

The boy found a job for himself 
when the summer holidays began. He 
had, maybe for the first time, a regu- 
lar Ancome, and all money he had 
earned himself. He likes the  in- 
come. Even more he likes the novel- 
ty of working, of associating with 
other workers, of tackling and over- 
coming difficulties encountered in his 
job, of making something or doing 
something worth while. The idea of 
going back to school doesn't make 
much appeal. It seems a matter for 
youngsters, and he feels that, work-| 
ing, he is a man in a man's’. world. 
There is a chance to stay on, and he 
sees promotion, a better job and bet- 
ter pay, Just ahead. If he is the right 
kind of boy he likes his work and 
wants to go on with it. At least It fs 
a temptation. 

Desire beckons one way—but wis- 
dom says go back to school. The 
way to big things lies through train- 
ing and preparation. Jobs worth 
the doing are waiting for boys who 
have learned to use their brains and 
have acquired a general, all-round 
knowledge that is best secured in 
school. ‘Boys who break away from 
schoo] with incomplete and inade- 
quate educaét{on remain under a han- 
dicap that only tremendous effort can 
overcome. 

Rockefeller, Edison, Ford and other 
men succeeded {n a remarkable way 
without much In the way of sthooling, 
it is true. But that does not alter the 
fact that the great majority of men 
without education are able to take 
only’ very minor parts Jn the world’s 
work. The rise of such men as those 
mentioned is spectacular, but {t is 
not an argument against educatlon— 
far from it. It only means that they 
have had to spend many hours of 
hard effort in obtaining the schoolin 
that could fiave been theirs much 
more easily {f they had been able to 
go to school and secure the training 
that boys today can get with so [ittle 
difficulty. 

Another year or two or three in 
school, and the boy can go out and 
get a job just as good and in, all proba- 
bility better than the one’he would 
leave now with so much reluctance. 
Then, because his mind will have 
been sharpened in school, and better 
‘trained, and his general knowledge 
broadened, "he can make faster pro- 
gress, and more permanent, than by 
sticking to {t now. It is not time wasted 
but time invested in the certainty 
that [t will bring results, 

The best advice to boys Is to stick 
to it. Schools may not be as pleas- 
ant as work, but {t means bigger 
things In the end.

Drury Acknowledges <De- 
feat; Will Organize New 
Pariy 


Ottawa, ‘August 19th, 1922.—The 
premier of Ontario has stirred up a 
controversy within his own party 
which has at least added to the 
gaiety of the daily press. .In reality, 
it is not without importance. Hon. 
Mr. Drury would enlarge the scope 
of the United Farmers of Ontario as 
a political organization, and take in 
“like-minded” men, even if they do 
happen to live in ‘towns an cities. 
He has entertained ‘tthe view for 
some time, but has become more em- 
phatic and specific as* election time 
draws near, and declares ‘that the U. 
F.O. was never intended to be a poli- 
tical body. Unexpected ' publication 
of a circular letter which ‘the premier 
sent out to “like-minded” men in his 
own party, asking for names of urban 
supporters, brought matters to .a 
head, and divided the U.F.0. camp, 
the opposition wing, of course, being 
headed by the veteran secretary, J. 
J. Morrison, who makes no_ bones 
about ‘‘class consciousness” and dis- 
putes the bona fides of the title “Pro- 
gressive” in connection with the On- 
tario organization. 

There was an impression in some 
quarters that the argument was be- 
ing staged to hold Conservative far- 
mers recruited in 1919, and attract 
more in urban municipalities, while 
the Morrison faction kept the stand- 
patters solid, but if the battle ~-were 
“framed” in the first place, it is draw- 
ing ‘blood now. Your correspondent 
attended the South Huron U. F. 0. 
picnic, where the premier virtually 
told Mr. (Morrison to mind his own 
particular business, marketing the 
butter and eggs, in reply to which Mr. 
Morrison has given an interview to 
the effect that neither Mr. Drury nor 
anyone else, is big enough ‘to dictate 
to the U.F.O. The official organ, ‘the 
Farmers’ Sun, proclaims the “broad- 
ening out” plan one that “no thought- 
ful man can fail to realize must end 
in undoing alt the work of the past 
few years.” Judging from the atti- 
tude of Mr. Drury’s auditors in South 
Huron and numerous interviews in 
other parts of the province, he has be- 
hind him a majority at least of those 
who are willing to be articulate on 
the subject. 

The fact is that, whatever may have 
been intended, the U.F.O. did’ become 
a political organization. For the 
present term, soon to end, it is in 
power, by a narrow margin, and” by 
grace of the Labor' party. If it 
fail in the coming contest, ‘there is 
bound to be a certain adverse effect 
upon the business side of the organi- 
zation. Hence the S. 0. S..call, which 
may at last attract some ‘friends of 
Hon. (Mr. Raney’s methods.,

LIQUOR EXPORTS 
7 BY OGTOBER 1ST 


Ottawa Ready to Enforce New Act If 
‘- Provinces Ask It. 


® e 

Ottawa, Ont., August 26.—More ef- 
fective control of the liquor traffic 
as regards the privilege of exporta- 
tion will be*exercised as soon 48 
provinces avail themselves of the 
legislation known as the Mackeuzie, 
bill enacted at the last session of 
parliament.’ The operative provision 
of the act will not be effective until 
there is a proclamation by the guv- 
ernment and this in turn is contingent 
upon provincial orders-in-council. ask- 
ing for ‘such action. When this is 
complied with, the right of export of 
any intoxicating beverages fs -to be 
limited to distillers and brewers, It 
is expected that the governments will 
pave the way for the new law next 
month in preparation for its, enforce- 
ment on and after October first, the 
available date.mentioned in the act. 


Bootleggere’ Depots 


In various places export establish- 
ments have ‘been in operation. These, 
.it is claimed, are serving us pur- 
pose apart from being supply depots 
for bootleggers engaging in  contra- 
band international traffic. Shipments 
for export even to the prohibition 
country to’the south are not pro- 
hibited nominally, but they are prac- 
tically, inasmuch as a_ guarantee 
bond for doublé the duty and a cer- 
tificate that the goods were landed 
at the port of designed destination 
are' enacted. A landing certificate: 
could not be secured in,the United 
States because the stuff would be 
seized promptly upon entry. This 
has been gotten over by the operation 
of private establishments for the ex- 
port of liquor-which, notably in the 
west, have supplied the illicit rum 
runners. It was impossible to keep 
check on their operation so long as 
these houses were allowed to flourish. 

Will Wipe Them Out 


The new legislation which links the 
privileges of holding liquor for export 
to brewers and distillers who can be 
checked up, will therefore wipe out 
a fruitful source of contraband traffic. 

The law which, as stated, comes 
into effect on October 1, if meanwhile 
it is invoked by provinctal orders-in- 
council embodies and gives effect to 
the joint representation of various 
provincial bodies or officers charged 
with the enforcement of the provin- 
cial prohibition enactment.

Calgary, Aug. 28—Coal miners of 
District 18 return to work this morn- 
ing, after being out since ‘April 1. 
The vote of the men confirming the 
agreement entered into by the officials 


}of the United Mine Workers of Ameri- 


ca, District 18, and the Western Coal 
Operators’ association, last Friday 
evening, which was taken in the union 
Saturday, resulted in an overwhelm- 
ing majority in favor of the agrae- 
ment. Complete results are not yet 
to hand, a few locals having yet to be 
heard from, but on Saturday evening 
Robert Peacock, secretary of the min- 
ers, stated that the vote would easily 
run seven to one in favor of resuming 
operations. About 7,000 minets will 
be affected by this agreement. 

Saturday, Manager ‘Dick, of the 
North American Collieries, signed up 
an agreement with the United Mine 
Workers. Since 1919 he had refused 
to have anything to do with the union 
miners, ‘but hereafter his collieries 
will run a closed shop. The Northern 
American Collieries has two mines, 
one at Coalhurst and the other at 
Monarch. 

No mines began operations Satur- 
day, but company men were set to 
work Saturday cleaning things sup 
and making ready for resumption of 
operations today, It is anticipated 
that the mines will run steadily all 
winter, as coal stocks are said to be 
practically cleaned up. >

There were 
about 40 buildings erected last year, 
of which a goodly percentage: were 
residences. A number of good resi- 
dences are being completed this year. 
also. Among those who are building 
are W. Strong, E. Brett, P. Svedlund, 
Mr. Crowder and Mr. Kramer. T. 
D. Green has also built a new office 
for the Forestry Department, which 
has an important office at this point 
in charge of A. G. Smith and a staff 
of 15 forest, rangers and other em- 
ployees. 

A fine new school is under construc- 
tion at the present time. It is rated 
as a four room school, one storey and 
basement. The building {is 58x66, 
built Bn a beautiful site. Dobbs & 
Crowder of Rocky Mountain House 
are oe contractors. Templeman 
Bros.,“Edmonton, have the heating 
contract. The 7% percent. deben- 
tures for $13,000 were sold to Ross, 
Alger Co., Edmonton, at 100.10. The 
School Board is composed of ‘Chas. I. 
Edwards, Chairman, W. J. Kirby and 
Geo. Fletcher. 

The Village Council is composed of 
J. S. MéKechnie, Reeve, W. J. T. 
Strong and Wm. Symonds. The vil- 
lage constable {s H. E. Leggett. 

Some move has tbeen made to im- 
prove the fire protection of_the town, 
as there have been some serious fires 
inthe past year or two. A 60-gallon 
Ajax chemical fire engine and 40-gal- 
lon Bickle chemical have heen pur- 
chased.
